Drastic Action By 
Government

JERUSALEM 

Sentences of up to «years 
imprisonment are to be imposed by 
the Israeli courts on anyone who in 
future publishes information about 
immigration unless this information is 
officially authorised. The ban applies 
to speeches as well as to printed 
reports. 

Following the stoppage of the 
Rumanian immigration there. was 
Sharp criticism of Israeli leaders who 
were accused of speaking too much 
about the problem. It was alleged 
that this publicity encouraged the 
Arab States to protest to Rumania 
and to the United Nations about the 
Jewish emigration. 

The imposition of the ban has led 
to protests, and the Opposition party, 
Cherut, intends to raise the matter in 
the Knesset. The press has reacted 
unfavourably to the ban. Even 
“ Lamerhayv,”’ the organ of Achdut 
Avoda, one of the parties in the 
Government who had supported the 
ban when it was discussed by a 
Knesset committee, criticised the 
Government's decision.

per cent. Amid considerable excite- 
ment her amendment was finally 
passed by 47 votes to 44. 


British Congratulated 


A special motion was carried 
congratulating the British Zionist 
Federation -‘one of the oldest 
Zionist kederations, which was 


privileged to have Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann as its President” on its 
60th anniversary. “ May it continue 
to flourish,” the 
resolution stated. 

Opponents of Dr. Goldmann’s plan 
accused him of “adding water to 


wine.” Mr. Woolf Perry. Chairman 
of the British Zionist Federation,

Mizrachi’s strong opposition to the 
President's proposals js believed to 
stem from their fear that the adhesion 
of the United Synagogue of America.

A statement by M. Raymond 
Iriboulet, the French Minister for 
Ex-Servicemen and Victims of War. 
suggesting that President de Gaulic 
wanted to transfer to France the 
remains of French citizens buried in 
Bergen-Belsen has been sharpl: 
criticised here. 

M. Triboulet was speaking on Sun 
day at an exhibition about Bergen 
Belsen organised by the World 
Committee for the Unknown Jewish 
Martyr. The opening of the exhibi- 
tion. which ts under the presidency of 
M. Triboulet. was attended by the 
Ambassadors of Israel. Poland, Yugo- 
slavia, and other members of the 
diplomatic corps. The Chief Rabb: 
of France, Rabbi Jacob Kaplan, and 
delegations from Britain, German, 
and Isracl were also present. Britain 
was represented by Dr. J. M. Mach- 
over and Mr. J. Schindler, C hairman 
and Treasurer respectively of th 
Commonwealth Committee of Friends 
of the Memorial to the Unknow: 
Jewish Martyr. 


De Gaultle’s Concern 


During his speech, M. Triboulct 
remarked: “General de Gaulle is 
particularly concernec with the prob 
lem of the transfer to France ot 
French civil victims buried in Bergen- 
Belsen, and will discuss the problem 
in future talks with Chancellor: 
Adenauer.” 

The statement was referred to at ;

350 ALPHABETS ON VIEW 
Cambridge | ecturer’s Enterprise

The Alphabet Museum which Dr. 
pavid Diringer, lecturer in Semitic 
Epigraphy at Cambridge University, 
has set up in the garden of his home 
‘n Cambridge, is the realisation of a 
cherished dream and the culmination 
of 35 years’ intense research. 

rhe collection, which was opened 
on Monday by Mr, IL. J. Pitman, 
\p., grandson of Sir Isaac Pitman, 
‘he inventor of shorthand, is devoted 


particularly the dating, of the first 
alphabet, which is the early 
Canaanitic script, not yet completely 
deciphered. 

Dr. Diringer and Mrs. Hilda Free- 
man, who for 16 years has been his 
research assistant, regard the present 
collection as only a beginning with 
a number of additions to come. 
One interesting problem, Dr. 
Diringer told me, was to solve his 
theory that Alphabet followed reli- 
gion. He stated that as a result of

to scripts from all over the world 
from the very earhest times down 
‘o the present day, with items rang- 
ne from ‘North-East Siberia to 
Central Africa and Peru. Some 350 
alphabets are represented. 

Both the early Hebrew alphabet 
and the square Hebrew script occupy 
, prominent place in this remarkable 
museum. The collection. includes 
inserptions on stone, casts 
of inscriptions, fragments of manu- 
cripts, photographs of many more, 
charts and maps, and lantern slides. 

A conspicuous feature is a twelve- 
foot square Alphabet Tree, which 
shows how the alphabets are inter- 
related. he chart reveals relation- 
ships which- the layman would never 
suspect between scripts that are 
widely separated geographically. It 
shows how the primitive needs of 
ritual and religion, of trade and 
ordinary human communication have 
mpelled men in every part of the 
world.and at all times.to attempt to 
communicate with each other by 
written or carved signs, 


Another feature is the grouping, 


the diffusion of four or five religions 
the alphabet spread all over the 
world. That could be seen through 
a perusal of one of the Museum 
maps. 

He recalled that some years ago 
an effort was made to assemble an 
Alphabet Museum at Harvard Unr- 
versity. But although they managed 
to collect a few figures and charts, 
they did not succeed in building up 
a complete collection. 

Seminars, which will be part and 
parcel of the Museum, have already 
taken shape. Dr. Diringer wants to 
arrange international as well = as 
national seminars, which will be open 
to wumiversity students and scholars 
everywhere. There will be facilities 
for study and research, and a specia- 
list library will be provided. Seminars 
will also be held for laymen 
interested in this much-neglected 
subject. 

Dr. Difinger stated that he had 
received “ready co-operation and 
collaboration” in his enterprise both 
from the Hebrew University and the 
British Museum.

term has been ear-marked for the 
Arab Refugee Fund, 

The Speech Day was a _ great

SYNAGOGUE BUILT 
IN RECORD TIME

The annual meeting of the Hendon 
Adath Yisroel Congregation, which 
took place last week, was the first to 
be held in the synagogue’s fine new 
premises, consecrated last November, 

Dr. J. Braude, President of the 
congregation, who was in the chair, 
said it was unlikely that any com- 
parable synagogue building had ever 
been erected in so short a time, or at 
so low a cost. The entire building 
operations had been completed within 
nine mon (despite many obstacles 
and set-bacxs). and the total cost 
amounted to £62,000, of which some 
£7,000 still remained to be paid. 

Thanks were due, went on the 
President, not only to the Central 
British Fund and the Trust Corpora-

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


MESSAGE 


commemorates the 


Revelation of God at Sinai 

and the Divine proclama- 
tion of the Ten Commandments. 
This belief is fundamental to 
Judaism, since it establishes the 
Law as God's Law and places the 
subsequent development of the 
Torah on the eternal foundations 
of Divine authority. 


Because the doctrine of Revela- 
tion is so important to Judaism it 
is always necessary to study it and 
explain it. But we can never prove 
it. The great challenge is to accept 
the doctrine of Revelation through 
the power of faith, while using our 
reason to examine the content of 
that faith. Of course, for some 

the Bible story is proof 
enough; for others the extra- 
ordinary history of Israel is suf- 
ficient evidence ; while others would 
declare that the unique genius of 
Israel for religious values is testt- 
mony to their early experience of 
a profound spiritual crisis such as 
that described in Exodus xix. But 
for many while these are 
certainly aids to faith they are 
hardly proof. What happened on 
Sinai js still an event surrounded 
by mystery which we accept chiefly 
through the power of faith. The 
postulates of religion cannot always 
be fully and scientifically proved, 
and there are areas of religious 
teaching which can be grasped with 
faith alone. 


BUT such difficulties of explana- 

tion are characteristic of material 
things also. There is difficulty in 
explaining even the simplest particle 
of matter about. which Eddington 
wrote that mt js “something 
unknown that makes the electron 
do something we know not what.” 
If there is a touch of the unknown 
and supernatural in the compos tion 
and action of the smallest piece of 
matter, how much more so in the 
realm of the spiritual and of God's 
dealing with man. To many, such 
a challenge to believe may some- 
times be regarded as wncharac-

MANY FIELDS 


Proud Record of Social Service

Pride at the many acts of humani- 
tarianism performed during the year 
for Jewish and non-Jewish causes by 
the League of Jewish Women was 
expressed by Lady Henriques, Presi- 
dent of the League, at its annual 
meeting held at Woburn House, 
London, W.C. 

The League's varied activities, she 
said, ranged from infant care, child 
welfare, and adult help to support 
for the aged. One of their groups 
even had the sacred task of caring 
for the dving 2nd the. dead. Their 
members were thus subject to a 
severe strain, which was sometimes 
physical, sometimes emotional, but 
always spiritual.

Throughout England, said Mrs. E. 
Mann (Joint Group Organiser), there 
were now 41 groups. One big pro- 
ject had been launched during the 
past year—a scheme for a survey of 
the lonely and house-bound Jewish 
people in the Metropolitan area. 
Co-operation had been received from 
the Jewish Board of Guardians and 
many boroughs, and steps were now 
being taken to seek out those people 
who might need their help and 
friendship.

“ RACE HATE CAUSED 


BY POVERTY ” 


Racial prejudice was a direct result 


of economic frustration, ‘said Mr. 
Maurice Orbach, M.P., when he 
addressed the Pioneer Women of 


Great Britain at Zion House, Eton 
Avenue, N.W.3, last week. Mrs. 
Rena Langer presided. 

The root of the evil, went on Mr. 
Orbach, was bad: housing and un- 
employment. He drew a parallel 
between the recent Notting Hill 
atrocities and the attitude of people in 
the East End towards the early Jewish 
immigrants. Fear of overcrowding 
and of losing employment had 
motivated the antisemites of those 
days as it did the anti-coloureds 
today.

Services at Jews’ College 


Jewish Chronicle Reporters 


The homiletics’ lecture-room at 
Jews’ College, named after the late 
Rev. Dr. Abraham Cohen, was 
dedicated to his memory by the Chief 
Rabbi on Sunday. The plaque record- 
ing that “Dr. Cohen's valuable 
association with Jews’ College as 
student, lecturer, and member of the 
Council spanned more than fifty 
years” was unveiled by his mother, 
who js 97 years of age. 

The Mincha service, which preceded 
the consecration of the room, Was 
conducted by the Rev. L. Bryll, 
Lecturer in Chazanut at the College, 
and the address was given by Dr. 
Cohen's. successor in the pulpit at 
Singers Hill Synagogue, Birmingham, 
the Rev. Dr. Chaim Pearl. 

In his address Dr. Pearl said that 
within recent months he had had 
the opportunity of perusing Dr. 
Cohen's notes on his lectures, and 
could testify to the great care, deep 
thought, and painstaking preparation 
with which he had assembled his 
material before each lecture. Dr. 
Cohen had occupied the pulpit for 
40 years, and during that time he must 
have preached well over 2,000 
sermons. Yet he had never once 
come before his class without the 
meticulous preparation which showed 
the respect he had had for ms 
students and the tremendous 
importance he had placed on his 
subject. 

Outside the number of his students 
there were many hundreds more—all 
over the workd—who had obtained 
their first sound guidance on Jewish 
preaching from Dr. Cohen's famous 
book, “Jewish Homiletics,” which 
now ranked as a classic in Anglo- 
Judaica. 

“But above all,” said Dr. Pearl, 
“Dr. Cohen himself was the great 
preacher, and it is no exaggeration to 
say that im his preaching we have one 
of the few great modern exemplars 
of all that is best and valid in the 
Jewish sermon.” 


CHIEF RABBIS TRIBUTE 


The virtues of reverence, know- 
ledge, and humility had been possessed 
in full measure by the late Rev. 
Simeon Isaacs. minister of the 
Central Synagogue, said the Chief 
Rabbi when he consecrated a 
memorial student-room named after 
the late minister at Jews’ College, 
London, on Monday. 

The room has been cndowed by the 
Women’s Aid Group, of which Mrs. 
Isaacs, widow of the minister, is a 
Vice-Chairman. She unveiled the 
memorial plaque, and the inscription 
thereon was read out by Rabbi Dr. 
I. Epstein, the Principal of Jews’ 
College, to the gathering outside. 

The service, which included an 
El Molé Rachamim, was conducted 
by the Rev. S. Hass, chazan of the 
Central Synagogue.

Reviewing the activities of the 
Board of Guardians during his twelve 
years as President, Mr. Justice 
Karminski, speaking at the annual 
meeting, recalled that when he had 
succeeded Lord Cohen in 1947 the 
plans for the Board's expansion, after 
the period of compulsory stagnation 
caused by the war, “were well and 
truly laid.” Twelve years ago the 
Board's annual expenditure had been 
about £48,000 and the deficit only 
£20; today the annual expenditure 
had reached £280,000 and the aggre- 
gate deficit for the past five years 
amounted to £160,000. 


Although able to announce that 
their Cemtenary Appeal had so far 
brought jn the “not inconsiderable 
sum of £330,000,” the retiring Presi- 
dent added: “ The Board is not being 
adequately supported by the com- 
munity, which quite rightly is making 
large and increasing demands on ils 
services,” 

Earlier the Joint Treasurer, Mr. 
Rowland Franklin, gave a warning 
that if the Board's financial position 
was not improved they might have to 
call a halt to further expansion. 

He told the gathering—a record 
number of over 700 persons assembled 
in the Empire Rooms in Toticnham 
Court Road—that while the deficit 
had risen during 1958 to ™ the 
staggering figure of £41,000.” the 
income from regular contributors had 
decreased by £8,000 to just under 
£40,000 : and that, although £121,000 
had been appropriated from the 
Centenary Appeal to reduce the 
Board’s combined overdraft, it still 
stood at £110,000. He also announced 
the formation of a special committee, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Rosser 


Chinn, to direct the fund-raising 
efforts of the Board.

The purpose of a newspaper, 
declared the speaker. was to provide 
its readers with factual news, not to 
set itself up as a religious forum or 
to sway the minds of the masses 
towards any one imiterpretation§ or 
creed of Judaism. Leading articles 
published in the “J.C.” recently had 
advocated “ change. varicty and enter- 
prise” in matters of religion, had 
spoken of “permissive rulings” in 
the administration of synagogue 
classes, and had referred to the 
“ shackles” of the United Synagogue 
—terms which had surely never 
before -been employed by any editor 
of that influential and widely read 
journal. “I maintain that no lay 
editor has any right to propagate 
those particular religious concepts,” 
Dayan Swift declared. 

The present policy of the “J.C.” 
he continued, was characteristic of 


what was known in the U.S.A. as 
“ Conservative Judaism.” This creed. 
which could well be § renamed 
“Judaism a@ la carte.” was a par- 


ticularly dangerous element in 
American Jewry, and one which had 
created havoc on the American 
scene. 


It was the duty of the Jewish press. 


he stated. to strengthen and support 
Jewish values. and to help bring 
dnfting members of the community 
back into the Orthodox fold. If that 
were not done. the “J.C.” would 
itself ultimately sulfer. since assimila- 
tion would inevitably lead to a 
reduction in its own readership. 


Re'ocm “ Not Judaism 


The “J.C.” was not the sole 
“challenge to Orthodox Judaism’ 
referred to by Dayan Swift. Others 


he listed included the 
ness” of those Anglo-Jewish Zionist 
leaders who propagated the neglect 
or abandonment of domestic institu- 
tions in favour of those in Israel: the 
ignorance of the Anglo-Jewish 
masses ; internal dissention among the 
Orthodox elements: and the “ decep- 
tion” practised by Liberal and 
Reform movements. 

“We would have no quarrel with 
the Reform elements.” he said. “ if 
only they would be honest and admit 
that what they preach is not Judaism. 
but merely a vague humanism. But 
as they will not do so, it is our duty 
to go on exposing the lie. Much as 
1 dislike sowing seeds of hate. | See 
no way out but for us to dissociate 
ourselves from them entirely, to 


over-zealous- 


munity—and also, of late, one of the

impress upon our youth the dangers 
of fraternising with them, and to sit 
at square tables—not round ones— 
when the occasion demands associa- 
tion. Judaism requires obedience to 
the Rabbinic law and the teachings 
of the Torah, and although we dislike 
discriminating between Jews, we must 
not surrender that standpoint.” 

Touching on the Rabbis-and- 
Aldermaston controversy, Dayan 
Swift asked why ministers were today 
expected by their congregants to air 
their views on everything except 
Judaism. “Never was Anglo-Jewry 
better served by its ministers than at 
the present time,” he declared. “ They 
are doing a wonderful job in the face 
of mass ignorance, apathetic parents, 
empty-headed youngsters, and laymen 
who saddle their spiritual leaders with 
petty tasks which they could quite 
well carry out themselves. 

“If, for example, congregants were 
to hand in their J.P.A. contributions 
before Kol Nidre night, the minister 
would not have to waste valuable 
time which could better be spent in 
transmitting the message of Judaism. 
Nor should it be the minister's task 
to instruct children in those elemen- 
tary rudiments of Hebrew § and 
religion which they ought to receive 
from their parents. But I suppose 
the ministers will have to go on 
taking the kicks until the community 
comes to its senses.’

United States, has suggested various 
methods for speeding up the restitu- 
tion payments, It ig pointed out that 
of the 20,000 million marks earmarked 
for the settlement of all claims for 
compensation, only about 5,000 mil- 
ion marks have so far been paid out. 

One of the suggestions made by Dr. 
Grossman is that the Federal Govern- 
ment should appoint a specia] com- 
missioner to co-ordinate the work of 
dealing with compensation claims. 

Speaking at a press conference 
after his meeting with the President, 
Dr. Grossman said that in the past 
financial year about 1,000 million 
marks of a total of 2,600 million 
marks carmarked for indemnification 
payments had not been used. 
Many of the victims of Nazism, he 
pointed out, had grown old while 
waiting for the payments. For others 
the payments will come too late—as 
they have died in the meantime. 

He strongly urged the speeding up 
of the process of dealing with the 
claims in order that the indemnifica- 
tion programme should be concluded 
by 1963. 

During his visit to Germany, Dr. 
Grossman, who had been invited by 
the West German Government to 
study the problems of antisemitism 
and indemnification in the country. 
also met leaders of the Government 
and opposition parties.

Father Shot Before Her E yes

A big man with a round face who 
looks like the prototype of a German 
publican has sat impassively in the 
dock of a court here while a proces- 
sion of Jewish witnesses have testified 
that they saw him commit a number 
of brutal murders in the ghetto of the 
Polish town of Czestochowa during 
the war. 

The man is 47-year-old Wilhelm 
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Unkelbach. a former Nazi policeman 
who is accused of the murder of 
more than 30 Jewish men. women, 
and children in Czestochowa. Another 
former Nazi policeman, Georg 
Schlosser. accused of complicity in 
the murder of three Jews, has been 
released on bail, after counsel had 
successfully claimed that not sufficient 
evidence had been presented to 
warrant his continued detention. 

At one stage the trial was inter- 
rupted after a Jewish woman witness, 
Mrs. Danuba Kurz, broke down in 
court when the Defence Counsel 
insisted that she give details of how 
Unkelbach murdered her father. The 
prosecuting counsel charged’ the 
defence counsel with cruelty, where- 
upon the latter threatened that he 
would lay down his brief. When the 
trial was resumed, Mrs. Kurz des- 
cribed how Unkelbach had beaten her 
when she had pleaded with him not 
to kill her father. Her pleas had 
been in vain, and Unkelbach, she 
said, shot her father before her eyes. 


Beaten to Death 


One after another, Jewish survivors 
from Czestochowa have gone into the 
witness box. Altogether 18 Jewish 
witnesses, who now live in Israel. the 
United States, and Sweden, have 
come here to testify. Each tells a 
tale of horror. Two witnesses have 
related how Unkelbach beat to death 
with a wooden stick a man and the 
child he had tried to conceal in a ruck- 
sack on his back. 

One witness said that “ Unkelbach 
was his true self only when he could 
kill.” Mr. Isaac Graner, who now 
lives in Tel Aviv, confirmed earlier 
testimonies that Unkelbach had been 
feared by all inmates of the ghetto 
as one of the most brutal Nazis at 
Czestochowa. He described how 
Unkelback had shot an old Jewisn 
woman and then ordered someone to 
take “that Jewish dirt out of my 
sight.” 

Unkelbach and Schlosser maintain 
that they only carried out “normal 
police duties.” They steadfastly deny 
all responsibility for criminal acts 
against Jews, though they admit that 
they had witnessed the maltreatment 
and murder of ghetto inmates on 
some occasions. 

It was stated in court that legal 
investigations have also been started 
into the case of Paul Degenhardt who 
was the Nazi police captain in charge 
of the unit guarding the gheit» in 
Czestochowa. Degenhardt is at 

resent an inmate in a German 
unatic asylum.

ARABS BUILD THEIR 
OWN HOMES 


French Priest's Scheme

JERUSALEM 

A group of 28 Arab families in 
Nazareth have just moved into new 
houses, which they have built them- 
selves under a scheme initiated by 
Father Gautier, a French worker- 
priest. Father Gautier started a build- 
ing co-operative two years ago to 
aid poor Arabs to get proper housing, 
and himself helped to build the 
houses. The co-operative was given 
free land by the Israeli Government 
and also received help from. the 
Histadrut. 

Eventually it is hoped that this co- 
operative will build homes for 96 
Arab families, one third of whom are 
refugees. Altogether there are 
20,000. Arab refugees in Israel—these 
include those people whose houses 
were destroyed in the fighting. those 
who were evacuated from the border 
areas, and those who have returned 
to Israel from neighbouring countries, 
Ihe Israeli Government ts trving to 
provide them with permanent hous- 
ing. and hope to complete this task 


within the next four years. But their 
task is being made difficult by the 
Arab families themselves. who will 


not always accept the accommodation 
offered.

, of Revelation. But unless we 
believe that such communication 
took place, Judaism may have 


value as a system of ethics, or 
the historical experience of a 
eat people, or a ferment in the 
Coven of the world’s conscience, 
but it can have no significance as 
a religious faith. There can be no 
religion without Revelation. 


However, though the fact of 
Revelation is certain for believers, 
its content is a very different matter.

Revelation as currently conceived 
is a process that takes place 
through men as well as to men. 
All of which makes it far more 
difficult for’ us than for our 
ancestors to recognise the authentic 
word of God.

That 
universality has made it difficult 
to single out any one group as 
entitled to be distinguished by the 
label “ Zionist,” and this loss of 
uniqueness has caused the Zionist 
Organisation to continue to lose 
influence and support. 


Though no decision on the 
subject was taken, the acceptance 
of proposals to broaden the Zionist

Organisation raises implications as 
to the meaning of the term 
“ Zionist "——a matter which has 
been under debate ever since the 
establishment of the State. In the 
interview published last week Mr. 
Eban repeated the thesis that, if 
the Zionists wanted to “ establish 
themselves at the peak of the 
hierarchy of devotion to Israel ” 
they should first emigrate and 
secondly become integrated with 
the culture, literature, and language 
of the country. The idea of aliya 
is entirely unpalatable to the 
American Jews whose organisa- 
tions Dr. Goldmann is anxious to 
identify with the movement, and 
to have accepted Mr. Eban’s thesis 
would have meant sacrificing hopes 
of a large organisation to the 
rigours of closely defined 
ideology. Instead the choice seems 
to lie in the direction of a body of 
“ Friends of Israel,” broader in its 
basis but more diluted in its 
programme. The question remains 
whether a special place is not 
needed for those Jews who wish to 
“establish themselves at the peak 
of the hierarchy of devotion to 
Israel.” Undoubtedly they exist, 
and, if Dr. Goldmann’s reforms 
are accomplished, it would be 
desirable, by forming them into 
their own cadre, to give them the 
opportunity of expressing — their 
devotion and supplying _ the 
spiritual motive power which the 
larger organisation will find it 
difficult to generate itself. 


A MATTER FOR CONCERN 


RECENT events underline the 
frequent warnings in these columns 
that Israel’s rights in the Suez 
Canal are matters of jnternational 
concern. In 1957, after Suez, a 
modus vivendi with regard to the 
use of the Canal was _ reached. 
Israel refrained from exercising 
her right to send her shipping 
through the Suez Canal, while 
Egypt did not molest Israeli 
cargoes carried by foreign shipping. 
But early this year Nasser 
reasserted his claim that he was 
entitled to confiscate cargoes 
Originating in Israel on the ground 
that a state of war existed between 
Egypt and Israel. The Israeli 
Government cannot be expected to 
acquiesce in these hostile acts, not 
only because of the interests and 
principles involved, but because 
such an attitude would be only 
too likely to encourage Nasser to 
interfere with Israeli shipping to 
and from the southern port of 
Elath. This, as the Government 
of Israel has taken pains to make 
clear, would ineluctably lead to 
hostilities. Nor: can the West 
alford to acquiesce in the violation 
of the principle of free navigation 
in international waterways, for 
success would only encourage the 
Egyptian President to exert similar 
blackmail against other Powers for 
political or economic ends. The 
apparent complacency of the 
Western Powers on this issue so 
far has emboldened Nasser to 
throw caution overboard, and there 
is need now for -the Western 


Powers to take a firm stand before’ 


Nasser’s “ belligerency” inflames 


the whole region. 


GUARDIANS’ CHANGES 


THE fact that annual expenditure 
has risen from £48,000 to £280,000. 
and the fact that annual meetings, 
which used to be a matter of form.

FOSTER DULLES AND ISRAEL 


Sirn,—Abba Eban’s letter on this 
subject in. your last week's issue is 
most important. His experience as 
Israel's Ambassador to the United 
States and as Isracl’s superlatively 
able defender at the United Nations 
is unrivalled. His opinion of Dulles, 
which he modestly conceals behind 
that of Ben-Gurion, is that Dulles 
was “a loyal and devoted friend of 
Israel.” 


This opinion has caused me, and 
no doubt many others of your 
readers, much surprise and puzzle- 
ment. We know that during Dulles’s 
seven years of office as Secrefary of 
State it was he alone (as Eisenhower 
has personally testified) who decided 
the foreign policy of the U.S.A., the 
richest and most powerful country 
in the world. Those of us who follow 
closely all events affecting Israel 
observed during this period Nasser’s 
campaign of slander and hate of 
Israel. We have also seen during 
the same period much aid and 
encouragement given to Nasser by 
America. We naturally concluded 
from these facts that Foster Dulles 
was, if not “a loyal and devoted 


friend” of Nasser, at any rate giving 
him and other Arab States direct or 
indirect backing. This helped to 
explain the long duration of the 
inconvenient (to say no less) Arab 


boycott and of other forms of 
hostility. It also explained Ben- 
Gurion’s sudden somersault 


November 8, 1956, “y' who could 
esist Dulles’s pressure 

Now come n-Gurion and Abba 
Eban, who surely know the facts, and 
tell us we are quite mistaken in our 
inferences and that Foster Dulles was 
“a loyal and devoted friend of 
Israel.” We are puzzied § and 
bewildered, but we must accept. 

Yet if they are right and the full 
implication of this is realised, we can 
almost hear the gasp of astonishment 
which will rise from thousands of 
intelligent Jews both inside and out- 
side of Israel at the ineptitude of 
Israel's diplomacy which, having 
such a loyal and devoted friend 
among the world’s most powerful 
leaders, has failed to secure a peace 
with even one of the Arab States.

“ MISREADING” OF 
HISTORY

Sir,—-I was interested to read in 
your issue of June 5 in a com- 
municated report of an address by 
Mr. Woolf Perry that he accuses me 
of having basically misread Jewish 
history. 

My view of Jewish history is not 
limited to the last 300 years. It gocs 
back to Jeremiah xxix, 4 to 7, and 
has provided the Jews with a work- 
able philosophy for some 2,500 years. 
The Anglo-Jewish Association, and 
those who speak for it, do not “ deny 
the uniting and indivisibility of the 
Jewish people.” Our watchword has 
always been that all Israel is respon- 
sible each for the other, and in apply- 
ing that we believe that the continued 
existence of strong Jewish communi- 
ties in the Diaspora makes for the 
survival and well being of Jev; 
everywhere, and ofthe Jewish State. 

In the same issue of your paper 
you report Mr. Abba Eban’s views 
on “the usefulness (or otherwise) of 
the Zionist Organisation.” 

Mr. Eban has been a Zionist since 
his youth. He is a very distinguished 
public servant of the Jewish State. 
His attachment to Israel and to 
Zionism is unquestioned. And when 
he says that in world Jewry the 
devotion to Israel transcends the 
limits of the Zionist movement, he 
knows what he is saying. In my 
own humble way I have been trying 
to say this for some time. The 
Zionist Movement in this country, at 
any rate, has now no monopoly of 
devotion to Israel, and its reluctance 
to recognise this leads people like Mr. 
Perry to attack anyone who wishes to 
approach the problem in his own 
way. It will no doubt be a painful 
process for Mr. Perry and _ his 
adherents, but it is only a matter of 
time before the Eban_ thesis is 
generally adopted.

Status of Children 


Sik,—Over the years there has been 
doubt in the mind of the Jewish 
community as to the = status of 
children born to parents of unques- 
uuonable Jewish descent (1 do not 
refer to  proselytes) who were 
married in a Reform or Liberal 
synagogue, 

In Manchester, as in many other 
centres, rumour has had it that such 
children would be refused permis- 
sion to marry in an Orthodox syna- 
gogue should they wish to do so. 

In order to clarify the situation 
I requested a ruling from the Man- 
chester Beth Din, and I am pleased 
to be able to state that I have now 
received letters from the clerk to 
the Beth Din indicating that marriage 
in a Reform or Liberal synagogue 
does not in itself prevent anyone 
subsequently, or their children, being 
married in Orthodox synagogues. 
Such person would of necessity com- 
plete the questionnaire which is 
required from anyone who seeks to 
be married in an Orthodox syna- 
gogue, and the authorities would 
desire to be satisfied as to their 
unquestionable and legitimate Jewish 
descent.

TRANSFER OF BURIAL 
RIGHTS 


Sir,—1 have been instructed by my 
Executive and Council to voice their 
approval of your correspondent'’s 
article of May 8, 1959, on inter- 
availability of burial rights. 

It is hoped that burial boards, and 
synagogues with burial arrangements, 
will be stimulated to negotiate on a 
national level, to eliminate the hard- 
ship of paying large entrance fees to 
organisations, which — faces 
families on moving home. 

My Society has always indicated 
its willingness to negotiate an agree- 
ment with other burial organisations, 
and has made its views known 
through Mr. H. N. Norton, Chair- 
man, at the conferences of Provin- 
cial Representative Councils. A 
letter from him, referring to the 
anomalies which arise, was published 
recently in your columns. 

The Glasgow Hebrew Burial 
Society, which represents the majority 
of Jews in Scotland with burial 
rights, has given much consideration 
to methods of solving these prob- 
lems and has gained much experience 
in its negotiations with Manchester. 
It is prepared to confer on a national 
level with organisations dealing with 
burial rights, and earnestly hopes 
that the large burial organisations in 
London will indicate their willingness 
to participate in such a conference.

NE of the few butchers to

whose shop is in the East End of 
London. He told me that kosher 
and non-kosher meat and poultry 
prices must show a_ differential 
because the kosher butcher 
operates under a completely dif- 
ferent set of circumstances. 

But, unfortunately,” he said, 
“in my opinion this differential 
has now reached a proportion that 
is responsible for the kosher retail 
butcher being outpriced to such 
an extent that sales of kosher

meat are declining weekly and 
more kosher retailers are being 
forced out of the trade.”

MEANING REVELATION 


By the Rev. Dr. CHAIM PEARL 


E shall define Revelation 
W as the Divine act of inter- 

vention on the scene of 
human history in order to declare 
the Law to the people of Israel 
from Mount Sinai. If Revelation 
is true, then Judaism is true; if it 
is false, then the claims made for 
Judaism have little justification. 

The Torah, or Jewish religious 
law and teaching, is the word of 
God and is, therefore, eternally 
valid. If it is not, then whatever 
else it may be it is not God's law 
and Judaism may not be much 
more than a man-made cult. No 
wonder, then, that the belief in 
Revelation was regarded as one of 
the few dagmas jin Judaism. This 
is particularly significant in a 
religion which has no great love for 
clearly defined dogmas or essential 
beliefs. But, next to the belief in 
the only one God, Jewish teachers 
have invariably insisted on the 
centrality of the belief in Divine 
Revelation. 

Few theological subjects have 
been discussed so closely as this. 
The Bible gives us a vivid picture 
of a mountain on fire and covered 
with thick smoke, of thunders and 
lightnings, of God coming down on 
the mountain and declaring the 
words of the Ten Commandments, 
which He subsequently wrote down 
on two tablets of stone which He 
gave to Moses. 

It is possible to group the dif- 
ferent views of this Biblical account 
under three headings: the funda- 
mentalist, the rationalist, and the 
interpretative. 


Fundamentalist Approach 


The fundamentalist believes in 
the literal truth of every word of 
the Bible. The commandments are 
given by God; He is the authority 
and the sanctions are His. On this 
hypothesis the Law is sacred and 
eternal, and it was a view held by 
many of our Jewish teachers. This 
view of Revelation cannot be 
accepted by people who reject the 
possibility of the supernatural, but 
it is in perfect harmony with other 
philosophies which hold that the 
material world of the senses does 
not by any means represent the 
whole of God's creation. Divine 
Revelation points to the belief that 
truth may come to man from God 
through supernatural events speci- 
lically employed by God for such 
purpose. Those revealed truths

are in their nature beyond and 
independent of human judgment. 
The personal God of Religion, it 
is argued, is more than the First 
Cause or the Source of all life and 
existence. He is the God who puts 
Himself into communication with 
men. Moreover, it is unreasonable 
to hold that such a God would 
leave the world without guidance. 
He therefore revealed Himself at a 
given point in time to the people of

never have come into existence had 
Jewish teaching been tied down to 
a rigid literalism. 


There is some apparent validity 
in this argument, but only on the 
assumption that the record of 
Revelation as found jn the Bible 
is non-historical. If it is history, 
then whatever interpretations and 
secondary meanings were found in 
the sacred text were expounded by 
the rabbis for homiletic purposes. 

Generally speaking, this is the 
view of all those who reject 
the belief in the Divine origin of 
the Bible. To them the Bible is 
entirely a human document fut 
together centuries after Moses. What 
appears in Exodus xix is no more 
than a folk-tradition handed down

Israel, chosen as His instrument, in 
order to pronounce such guidance. 

An objection may be raised on 
the general ground that Judaism 
does not necessarily rely on the 
literal truth of the Bible. Far from 
resting on the literal acceptance of 
the text, Judaism, with its laws, 
traditions, and teachings, has largely 
developed from a long and exhaus- 
tive treatment of what lies below 
the mere surface of the scriptural 
words. The Talmud and Midrash, 
representing the main compilations 
of the oral law and tradition, could 


throughout the ages, embellished to 
present it in a way that makes Israel 
central in the history of the nations. 
That the Ten Commandments is an 
inspired document need not be 
denied, since it is easy to see how 
the passing of the Egyptian tyranny 
would have momentarily enhanced 
and jntensified Israel's spiritual 
receptiveness enabling them to 
produce a great human document. 

Such a negative approach would 
tend to destroy much of the mean- 
ing and validity of Jewish law, and 
to admit the element of inspiration 


is little consolation, since jt can be 
argued that many other writings 
and works of art are also inspired. 
Further, if the criterion of inspira- 
tion alone is to be our standard, 
then it becomes merely a matter 
of subjective judgment. What is 
inspired in the opinion of one man 
may not be regarded as valuable by 
another, and who its to say which 
opinion is right? To maintain 
that the Ten Commandments repre- 
sent man-made legislation deprives 
Jewish law of its authority. There 
is nothing to prevent another code 
subsequently being substituted, and 
a third one for the second. On 
that basis there could have been 
only confusion of the worst kind 
leading to the final disappearance 
of Judaism. 

This argument jis based on 
purely practical grounds. But there 
are theological reasons why we 
would reject this over-rational 
approach. An essential feature ot 
all the great historical religions js 
the belief in the power of God to 
intervene in human history. God 
is a personal god. He acts in the 


_ world, and to reject Revelation is 


to reject religion, not Judaism alone. 
Rationalist View 

There js another argument 
against the rationalist approach. 
The human mind cannot compre- 
hend God, and reason is quite 
incapable of winning for us the 
knowledge of Him. The famous 
fifteenth-century Jewish philosopher 
Joseph Albo remarked: “If I 
knew Him I would be Him.” This 
admission of the ignorance of man 
in relation to the Supreme Being 
is found in all religions. 

A word must be said about the 
rationalist doctrine of “ Progressive 
Revelation ~ which is popular in 
Liberal Judaism. By this doctrine 
it is taught that God's will ts pro- 
gressively revealed to man In suc- 
cessive stages of history, and the 
implication js that later revelations 
are necessarily. of greater value 
than the earlier ones, since they 
absorb the earlier ones and add to 
them teachings of higher value. 
Judaism must reject such an idea, 
because it opens the door wide for 
the claims of Christianity and later 
religions which developed after 
Judaism, and so undermines the 
concept of Judaism’s uniqueness 
and permanence. On other grounds, 
too, the doctrine of “ Progressive 
Revelation ” will be rejected by us, 
Since it must be abundantly clear 
that the Ten Commandments still 
represent the highest point in all 
religious law. 

Our third attitude is one which 
accepts the most important views

of the fundamentalist while 
attempting at the same time to 
interpret some of the Biblical 


account in a way that makes the 
entire doctrine of Revelation a 
teaching that is more acceptable 
to reason. 

Basically, this view holds fast to 
the belief that the Ten Command- 
ments represent the Law of God, 
and that God made His wil! Known 
to Israel through the medium of 
Moses. However, the exact method 
of Revelation remains unknown. 
What we have in the Bible is the 
human record of Divine Revela- 
tion. The Bible jis indisputably the 
word of God, but it is also the 
work of man. A striking simile has 
been suggested in the gramophone 
record which plays the artist's 
voice, but however good the 
reproduction may be it is still sub- 
ject to the natural imperfections of 
the humanly manufactured article. 
It is the original voice, but jt sings 
through the man-made vehicle. 

The above represents the gist of 
the views of several modern Jewish 
thinkers, such as Rosenzweig and 
Buber. but. in fact. its essence is 
found in classical Jewish teaching. 
“ The Torah speaks jn the language 
of man,” is a well-known Talmudic 
dictum. “The Torah was given 
for interpretation,” and the rabbis 
long ago argued against literal 
acceptance of the Scriptures as our 
only approach to the Bible. 
Maimonides maintains that it was 
only Moses who heard and under- 
stood the Ten Commandments 
directly from God, while the 
Israelites heard no more than an 
unintelligible sound. 

Universal Teaching 

The late Chief Rabbi Dr. Hertz, 
in his admirable notes on the 
Pentateuch, concedes that 
exact manner of this supernatural 
communication between God and 
man will be conceived dillerently 
by different groups of believers,” 
but he goes on to underline the 
doctrine which is «at the heart of 
every Jewish explanation. “ No 
interpretation, however. is valid or 
in consonance with the Jewish 
theistic position which makes 
human reason or human personality 
the source of such revelation.”

It upholds the doctrine 
that at a point in time there was 
a supernatural encounter between 
God and Israel, the immediate 
purpose of which was to convey a 
law and a teaching which would be 
universally and eternally valid

But he did allege that prices were 


lied before the butchers got to 
the market. He feels that there is 
a4 need in London for at least two 
more wholesalers. The Board of 
Snechita, he said, was doing its 
job and the shechita fees were fair, 
considering the overheads. 

On the other hand Mr. Gamse, 
©! Kingsbury, believes that shechita 
lees could be lowered if there was 
efficient running of the 
Board, but that for the most part 
Wholesalers do not overcharge.

Licensing Powers 


One of the factors which governs 
the kosher trade, retail as well 
«S Wholesale, is the power of the 
Board of Shechita to grant and 
withhold licences. The duty of 
the Board is to safeguard kashrut. 
Does it go further and take upon 
‘\seif the functions of a war-time 
'00d control committee and say : 

(here’s another shop down the 
‘oad, so you cannot open one as 
Well 
_ The Board’s constitution gives 
‘( carte blanche. There is no sug- 
Sesion that it exceeds its legal 
Powers; the question is one of 
Policy, 

One of my questions to the 
Board was: “Has the Board ever 
declined to grant a retail butcher's 
licence where the Beth Din has 
approved the applicant as a suitable 
Person to hold a licence?” The 
answer was: “ The Licensing Com- 
mittee has had occasion in the past 
tO refuse an application to purvey 
kosher meat by way of retail even 


where in the first instance such 
application has received the eccle- 
siastical authorities’ recommenda- 
tion. There may be many different 
reasons for such refusal. ... The 
Licensing Committee always takes 
into consideration consumer needs 
when deciding on applications for 
the Board’s licence.” 


Providing Competition 


It looks, therefore, as if the 
Board considers itself entitled to 
refuse a licence because it does not 
feel that another butcher should 
open in a particular area. 

In view of what retail butchers 
had told me I asked the Board 
whether it was considering the 
question of increasing the number 
of wholesalers to provide more 
competition. 

The answer was vague: “On 
each occasion when an application 
for the Board's licence js received 
and such application is approved 
by the ecclesiastical authorities (on 
religious grounds), it comes before 
the Licensing Committee to con- 
sider, inter alia, an additional 
wholesale licence being granted at 
that particular time. 

“ At the moment, no applications 
for wholesale licences are before 
the Committee.” 


It will be remembered that the 
wholesalers complained that the 
shortage of  home-killed cattle 
forced up the price of kosher meat. 
In the next article in this series I 
will tell of a scheme put forward 


‘on behalf of the Dublin Shechita 


Board to provide meat from 
Ireland for Jewish housewives in 
Britain, and the opposition the 
plan has met from the London 
authorities.

Woollett & Son have the 
Dyson Perrins stump-work casket of 
1668 decorated with biblical scenes 
and in wonderful condition. 

Another beautiful casket is at 
Wartski’s, This is an English neces- 
saire of about 1760 in jasper and gold 
cage-work, complete with ifs imple- 
ments—cut-glass bottles, ivory fan, 
and tortoiseshell knife and shuttle. 


Token Plate 


S. J. Phillips have a silver salver 
which was presented to Sir John 
Barnard, Lord Mayor of London, in 
1737 “by the body of Jews residing 
in the said City.” For about 100 years 
after the resettlement it was cus 
tomary for the Jews of the City to 
give the Lord Mayor an annual token 
of this sort, and there are several 
examples in the Jewish Muscum, but 
this is a particularly fine piece of 


silver that could worthily join the 
communal collection. 
Good furniture abounds. On the 


stand of M. Harris & Sons is 2 most 
beautiful Chippendale commode. ser- 
pentine-fronted and veneered with 
various woods in the style of Louts 
XV: and S, W. Wolsey again shows 
massive oak pieces with their contem- 
porary coverings, as well as alabaster 
carvings. 

There are a good many Colebrook- 
dale flower-pieces among the porce- 
lain and Manheim's have their usual 
lively collection of English ware. 

The Royal family have again lent 
graciously. From the Queen comes an 
eighteenth century English commode 
in the French taste and a bronze of a 
child with a birdcage by Pigalle - and 
from other members, a clock by 
Kinable, a painting by James Ward, 
a Dutch eighteenth-century card table 
which Queen Mary used. and a por- 
trait of George IV. PGS.

BOOKS 


THEODOR HERZL 


By Professor L. F. RUSHBROOK WILLIAMS 


Theodor Herzl: Founder of 
Political Zionism. By COHEN, 
Yoseloff. 35s. 


None who witnessed, or even read 
of, the scenes of emotion which 
marked that day in August, 1949, 
when the earthly remains of Theodor 
Herz! found their last resting place on 
the highest point of the Holy City 
could doubt the profundity of the 
reverence which his name inspires 
among the people of Israel. Yet it 
may be questioned if more than a 
few score among the many thousands 
who participated in that moving cere- 
monial had any precise idea of what 
{ was, in fact, that Herzl had done 
to make possible the eventual estab- 
lishment of the State of Isracl. For 
the majority of those present, he had 
already become a legendary figure, 

“something which belonged almost to 
the distant past, a precursor, perhaps, 
* Chaim Weizmann and David Ben- 
Gurion, but none the less dimmed and 
overshadowed by the magnitude of the 
accomplishment which he did not 
live to witness, even though he might 
have pointed the way to it. And even 
today. although Mount Herzl has 
taken its pride of place among the 
memorials which perpetuate the fame 
of the Founding Fathers of Israel, the 
anxieties and the triumphs of the 
present, with their sharp outlines, 
seem to crowd into the background of 
a vague nebulosity the life-work of a 
man who died before they ‘assumed 
their instant and pressing urgency. 
Thus it ts high time that Herzl's 
achievement should be surveyed and 
assessed, not so much jn relation to 
the conditions which prevailed during 
his lifetime, as in light of the Zionist 
triumph which the world now 
acclaims. 


Zionist History 


No one is better fitied to undertake 
this task than Mr. Israel Cohen, whose 
knowledge of the Zionist movement 
stretches back to Herzl’s own day. 
Much industry has gone to the com- 
pilation of this study, for which 
Herzls voluminous diaries, letters, 
speeches, addresses, and literary com- 
positions provide the basic material, 
Yet Mr. Cohen carries his learning so 
lightly that even the most casual of 
readers will be enthralled by the sweep 
of his narrative and entranced by the 
skill which has recalled from the 
shadows a personality which is: fas- 
cinating as jt is vivid. The author has 
succeeded in bringing to life Herzl as 
his contemporaries saw him, with his 


great qualities and with the defects 
which corresponded to them; more 
important still, the essentially origin- 
al and prophetic aspects of Herzl’s 
work for Zionism are not allowed to 
mask the solidity of his achievement 
in creating the world-wide organisa- 
tion which eventually converted a 
vision into a reality. 

The controversies which raged so 
bitterly over certain aspects of Herzl's 
outlook and policies in the course of 
his lifetime are now largely stilled. 
We can see that they arose, not from 
any marked difference in aims 
between Herzl and his critics, but 
rather from the difference in the 
angle from which’ each _ side 
approached the ‘central problem. 
Many convinced Zionists, while 
admitting the value of Herzl as an 
inspirational figure stimulating the 
ancient forces of Zionism to organise 
themselves into a new world-move- 
ment, were doubtful of the value of 
his contacts (in which he took some 
pride) with the princes and potentates 
of the Gentiles, as a means for the 
advancement of the aims which they 
shared with him. For his part, he does 
not always seem to have understood 
the immense strength of the ideal 
of physical pioneering on the soil of 
Israel as it gripped the imagination of 
the Russian Zionists, to whom it 
appeared the one and only means of 
safeguarding those traditional Jewish 
values which, to them. meant even 
more than physical survival or politi- 
cal integration. 


Russian Contribution 


There was thus plenty of room 
for controversy. Perhaps even Mr. 
Cohen himself does not wholly 
bring out how much the Russian 
school of thought in the person 
of Chaim Weizmann finally contri- 
buted to bringing Herzl’s ideas to 
practical fruition. Many Israelis hold 
today that although there might pos- 
sibly have been a Balfour Declara- 
tion if Herzl had been a lesser man, 
such a development would have been 
inconceivable without the access to 
policy-making circles in Britain which 
Chaim Weizmann’s contribution to 
the war-effort had secured for him. Be 
this as it may, Mr. Cohen has written 
a book which is unlikely to be super- 
seded either on the score of literary 
integrity or of profound learning. 
The sooner it becomes available in 
Hebrew, the clearer the idea which 
the new generation in Israel will form 
of what they owe to the Founder of 
Political Zionism. 


A NEW COMIC IDIOM

Henderson the Rain King. By 
SAUL BELLOW. Weidenfeld & Nicolson. 
16s, 

Saul Bellow has made himself a 
considerable reputation with novels 
about Jewish misfits. Henderson is 
not a Jew but he is a misfit; of patri- 
cian stock but an anti-organisation 
man. He is big, passionate, drunken, 
bombastic; in his own words “a 
bum.” He bawls at the neighbours 
and smashes bottles on an hotel beach. 
He threatens suicide and sees a vision 
of death in a captive octopus, With 
his mixture of hogeishness and 
idealism, he is a notable creation. 

This could have been a wonderful 
book, another “Catcher in the Rye,” 
seizing contemporary America in the 
grip of a new comic idiom. It could 
have been but it isn’t. 

Just when the reader is beginning 
to tell himself that this character is 
really somebody, Mr. Bellow carts 
him off to Africa, where he goes 
through a series of adventures, com-

It seems a pity that, having 
fashioned a satirical instrument of 
real cutting power, Mr. Bellow goes 
and blunts its edge on a heap of 
whimsy. In the African episodes 
Henderson doesn't stop being funny, 
but his metaphysical maunderings 
become somewhat tedious, 

In “ Seize the Day,” the Jast of Mr. 
Bellow’s previous novels, Tommy 
Wilhelm, who, like Henderson, is a 
lonely, quarrelsome individual, breaks 
through his isolation when he _ is 
moved to tears at a Jewish funeral. 
By contrast, the conclusion of the 
present book, when Henderson runs 
around the airfield with an orphan in 
his arms, seems merely rhetorical. 


People with Money 


Anybody’s Spring, by A. A. Murray 
(Deutsch, 16s.), is about the misfor- 
tunes of a rich half-Jewish family in 
South Africa. It is chiefly interesting 
for the fact that almost every Gentile 
character hates Jews and thinks (with 
some justification it would seem) that 
they have got all the money. For the 
rest—plot, characterisation, and dia- 
logue are on the women’s magazine 
level.

SUMMER DISHES 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 


SALAD MEALS 


Although we serve salads through- 
out the year jt is during the summer 
months that they are appreciated as 
main-course dishes. These substantial 
sulads are generally dressed with 
mayonnaise or Salad cream, and in 
addition to the vegetables contain 
some form of protein—eggs, fish, 
cheese, meat, or poultry. 


Quickly Made Mayonnaise 


Yolks of 2 eggs; salad oil. 1 
breakfastcupful ; lemon juice, ] table- 
spoonful; vinegar, | tablespoonful ; 
caster sugar.,. | teaspoonful; dry 
mustard, } teaspoonful; sah, 3 tea- 
spoontul. 

Pur salt, sugar, and mustard into 
a bowl and mix smoothly with the 
lemon juice and vinegar, add the egg 
Volks and one third of the oil. Beat 
with a rotary beater till the mixture 
begins to thicken (about | minute), 
add half of the remaining oil and beat 
for another minute ; then the rest ol 
the oj] and beat one minute longer. 
This makes an cxcellent thick mayon- 
naisec in a minimum of ume, 


Salad Cream 

Water, } pt.; vinegar, 5 tablespoon- 
fuls; sugar, 1 tablespoonful; dry 
mustard, | teaspoonful; salt, $ level 
teaspoonful; 2 eggs. 

Mix the sugar, mustard, and salt 
with the water and vinegar and pour 
on to the lightly beaten eggs. Stand 
the basin over a saucepan of boiling 
water and stir till jt thickens. When 
the mixture coats the back of the 
spoon remove from heat, turn into a 
wide-necked jar, and leave till cold 
(when it will thicken considerably) 
before placing lid on jar. 

Meat Salads 

Any kind of cooked, cold meat 
can be used—fresh, salt, or smoked. 

(1) Remove skin and gristle from the 
meat, cut it jnto dice, and mix with an 
equal quantity of potato salad, add 
a little finely chopped spring onion. 
Heap up in the centre of a dish and 
surround with shredded lettuce, sliced 
tomato, and cucumber. Coat the meat 
mixture with mayonnaise and sprinkle 
with chopped parsley. Sliced, hard- 
boiled egg and radish roses can also 
be used for garnishing. 

(2) Spread a little mustard over 
thin slices of tongue or salt or smoked 
beef. roll them up and place a small 
gherkin in one end of each. Heap 
up some mixed vegetable salad in the 
centre of a dish, surround with lettuce, 
and place the rolled meat at even 
intervals around. Garnish with 
tomatoes and sliced hard-boiled egg.

Detour After Dark, at the Fortune 
Theatre, is a_horror play in which an 
author (Stephen Murray) 
a mysterious howe m @ 
countryside and finds every careametios 
tic terrifyingly familiar. Those empty 
bird cages which turn into music boxes, 
the woman whose stick taps, taps, taps, 
the murderous eccentric, where has he 
met them all before? Why, line by line, 
they come from his latest and still

to him. How nice tt would be for the

As it stands, he hasn't a clue. 


The Reugh and the Ready Lot at the 
Lyric, Hammersmith, digs at the roots of 
civilised behaviour. Four soldiers of 
fortune, leading a rebel army in a South 
American country, find their path barred 
by a monastery. The realist Welshman 
would biow it up, the fanatical Irish- 
man threatens him with retaliatory 
action, the complacent English com- 
mander tells them to settle it between 
them. At the end the realist and the 
feunatic kill each other, the commander 
is killed by a Spanish girl who mis- 
takenly beleves the holy shrine to have 


been destroved, and the

round the stll-standing obstacle. A well- 
written play, with sharp charactertsation 
and very good acting, buat the intel- 
leciual appeal never reaches the heart. 


It has been said-—quite possibly by the 
wrier—that Margaret Rutherford acts 
only one part: that of Margaret Ruther- 
ford. But what a dehghtful impersona- 
tion of herself she gives in Farewell, 
Farewell Fagene at the Garrick!

The much-publicised commercial 
feature, “‘Isract Rises,” made dull, 
even boring TV. Millions of viewers 
must have switched over to the rival 
network's variety programme to

dazzling flow of oratory which, while 
suitable for a gathering of intel- 
lectuals, must have been unintelligible 
to the mass viewing public. 

Mr. Abba Eban, tm particular, was 
guihy of speaking over the heads cf 
viewers. Ovutsianding as an orator ai 
the United Nations, he was equally at 
home before the TV camerss, Dat bere 
he was not speaking to the world’s 
dipiomats, and his fluency, precision, 
and logre could have had little impact 
on an audience nurtured on the simple 
language of “ Cheyenne” and “ Wagon 


Train.” 

israci’s spokesman at the United 
Nations was not the main offender. 
Blame this wasted peak viewing hour on 
the Associaied-Rediffusion production 
team which, after travelling more than 
3,000 miles within Israel, brought back 
4 Serics Of disappointing historical pic- 
tures micrspersed with scveral uninspir- 
mg miterviews both with Israelis and 
people in this country. The entire pro- 
gramme was sadly out of balance. Why 
were not viewers shown something of 
the massive achievements of this young 
Siate, the bustling towns, the busy ports, 
the thriving industries?

A _ pity the 
Israclis who assisted the television 
team did not give the guidance that 
would have ensured a more balanced 
feature.

enough to the strains of the Hatikvah 
and with a series of emotion-provoking 
shots of the arrival of a variety of inimi- 
grams and the reunion of families. We 
were quickly in the right mood, ready 
for the story that never came. Instead 
followed a succession of historical flash-

RECORD TURNOVER 


Before leaving our United Kingdom 
affairs, and im particular our profi 
position, there is one further matter to 
which f would like to refer, namely, the 
technical and development work which 
the United Kingdom nisation carries 
out on behalf of the Group. Naturally 
we receive useful contributions from our 
overseas ry companies for this 
work, but these contributions fall far 
short of the actual cost to the parent 
Company.

Group capttal expenditure during 1958 
totalled £13 million, £4 million of which 
was im the United Kingdom and £9 
million overseas. The new factories in 
France. India, and Rhodesia largely 
account for the increased overseas 
cxpenditure compared with 1957. The 
capital expenditure of £4 million in the 
United Kingdom is still high and it 
must not be stinted for the sake of 
overseas interests. It is vital for us to 
modernise plant and equipment if we 
are to remain competitive.

VIENNA 

Dr. Hermann Neubacher, who was 
Nazi Mayor of Vienna in 1938, has 
won a libel case which he brought 
in a district court here against the 
editor of “ Die Gemeinde,” the paper 
published by the Viennese Jewish 
community. 

The case arose out of a protest 
made by the Viennese Jewish com- 
munity against the appointment of 
Dr. Neubacher as legal adviser to the 
Austrian State’ Aijrlines. Last 
September, when the appointment 
was announced, the Viennese Jewish 
community sent a_ resolution of 
protest in which it was recalled that 
Dr. Neubacher had enthusiastically 
welcomed Hitler when he marched 
into Vienna. 

The resolution included a statement 
that in Noverober, 1938, when all the 
synagogues of Vienna were burnt 
down in one night on the orders of 
the Nazis, “Hermann Neubacher, 
then Mayor of Vienna, forbade the 
fire-engines, which were under his 
authority, to extinguish the fires.” 
This protest resolution was published 
in “Die Gemeinde” as well as by 
the Jewish news agency “ Iskult Presse 
Nachrichten.” 


78 Fires 


In court, Neubacher at first claimed 
that the fire-engines were not under 
his authority. When this was dis- 
proved he claimed that he did not 
personally forbid the fire-engines to 
extinguish the sypagogue fires. Herr 
Kozich, who was the Nazi Deputy 
Mayor of Vienna in 1938, denied that 
Neubacher had had any responsibility 
in the matter. 

A large number of witnesses were 
called to give evidence about Neu- 
bacher’s role in the events, but most 
of them said that they could not 
remember anything.

MILKMAID IS A 
DEPUTY 


Biro-Bidjan at Supreme 
Soviet 
From our Special Correspondent 


Official Soviet population figures 
published in Moscow show that there 
are today 163,000 inhabitants in the 
Jewish Autonomous Region of Biro- 
Bidjan. But so far no details have 
been issued as to the various minori- 
ties which go to make up this figure 
and no data given as to the Jewish 
population inhabiting the Region. 
According to unofficial figures there 
were, at the end of 1958, only 34,000 
Jews.

.of the establishment of Bitro-Bidjan 
as a Jewish Autonomous Region, 
Jacob Gurevich, the editor of the 
“ Biro-Bidjaner Shtern,” states that, 
among others, there are three Jewish 
Deputies representing Biro-Bidjan in 
the Supreme Soviet. They are Vera 
Gleizer, the Director of the local 
boarding school. Nadia Zinovieva, a 
champion milkmaid, and Daniel 
Peshatov, an engine driver. 


MAYOR’S DISMISSAL 
URGED 


ROME 

Socialist, Communist, Republican, 
and Radical members of the Rome 
City Council are to request the resig- 
nation of the Mayor, Signor Cioccetti, 
because he refused to celebrate the 
anniversary of Rome's liberation from 
Nazi and fascist rule. 

At a meeting called to protest 
against the Mayor's attitude, one 
speaker urged the Government to dis- 
miss Signor Cioccetti under = an 
Italian law which provides for the 
removal of mayors who commit 
unconstitutional acts. 

Mavor Cioccetti left for Paris on 
June 1—the day before the anniver- 
sary of Romes liberation. The 
National Association of Italian Parti- 
sans has issued a manifesto condemn- 
ing the Mayor's attitude, 


FRENCH DISPUTE 


PARIS 
In the French town of Clermond- 
Ferrand an administrative tribunal] has 
decided to annul the election of a 
Mayor because he used antisemitic 
propaganda in his electoral campaign. 
The tribunal stated that. the Mayor, 
M. Ferdinand Auberger, in carrying 
out attacks on the origin, race, and 
religion of his opponent, M. Ben 
Hamou. had disregarded the general 

principles of French law.—{J.T.A.)

Counsel for the defence said that 
it seemed incredible that a man of 
Neubacher’s standing in the Nazi 
party should not have known in 
advance of the Nazi order to burn 
the synagogues. He pointed ow that 
Neubacher, who was Mayor of 
Vienna from March, 1938, until April, 
1939, had been an S.S. group leader 
from 1933 onwards. He had been one 
of the leading Viennese Nazis, and 
during the war had been sent by Hitler 
aS a Special envoy—with the rank of 
ambassador—to Yugoslavia. 

“ Dr. Neubacher,” counsel said, “ is 
uilty of high treason against Austria ; 
e is one of those morally guilty that 

the Crystal-night outrage occurred, 
that the synagogues went up in flames, 
and that these flames were never put 
out.” He also said that a Yugoslay 
court had sentenced Neubacher to 
20 years’ imprisonment for war crimes. 

The court found that Dr. Neubacher 
had been libelled, as no proof could 
be brought that he had personally 
forbidden the fire-engines to extinguish 
the synagogue fires. Herr Rudolf 
Baumann, the editor of “Der 
Gemeinde,” wag fined 2,000 schillings 
(about £28) and ordered to pay Dr.

Charges in Strauss Dispute

WASHINGTON 

President Eisenhower has said that 
it would be “tragic” if the issue of 
antisemitism was being brought for- 
ward in connection with the nomina- 
tion of Admiral Lewis Strauss as 
Secretary of Commerce. 

At his weekly press conference the 
President was asked how he felt 
about charges made by some Repub- 
lican members of Congress that 
antisemitism might be involved in the 
Opposition to the confirmation of Mr. 
Strauss’s nomination. 

The President replied thaf he did 
not know that this charge had been 
made by Republicans. However, the 
President said that “if this issue is 
brought forward seriously it will 
indeed be tragic.” At the same time 
Mr. Eisenhower again expressed high 
praise for his nominee, describing Mr. 
Strauss as most dedicated and able 
and the “highest type. of public 
servant.” 

Earlier, two Republican Members 
of Congress had stated that religious 
bias was behind the attacks on Mr.

RABBI LOSES

WELLINGTON 

The New Zealand Supreme Court 
here has ruled that Rabbi Ephraim 
Moses Levy ceased to hold office as 
senior minister of the Wellington 
Hebrew Congregation in 1958, 

In April the synagogue’s Board of 
Management sought a_ declaration 
from the Court that Rabbi Levy was 
no longer minister, that his term of 
office had expired, and that the terms 
of a certain settlement were binding 
on the defendant. Rabbi Levy 
counterclaimed that the appointment 
was for life and that he could not 
be removed from office. 

In his judgment Mr. Justice 
McGregor severely criticised the 
Board for its lack of candour in some 
matters, and added: “In my view 
it 18 deplorable that what are to a 
large extent religious issues should 
be ventilated in public. It seems to 
me that the intransigence of the Board 
of Management and to some extent of 
the defendant has brought about this
